he other members of the party were 
all injured, but tho extent of Tae hurts 
will not be known till further details are 
received. ata. 

peaking of the. place where the acci- 
dent occurred, Mr, Higgins said: ‘16 
is a miracle that the entire party was not 
killed outright, When I have travelled 
ovor that road in an automobile, I have 
always got out of the machine and walk- 
ed past the, treacherous bend. The fall
